holds of the shopkeepars, and it may be re
membered that England s a nation of
shopkeepers. Bo, after all, the stranger
forms an Jdyllie eonception of the English
home, wh!uﬁ. while it may fiatter the
lish and satisfy those who never lemrn to
the contrary, by no means represents the
true state of affairs,

It may be well before entering further
upon the subject to explain exactly what ia
meant bL. shopkesper. The entire busl-
pess of the country Is divided [nto three
classes and. ls conducted In warebouses,
which is the name given to bulldings de
voted to wholesale trude; offices, where
goods are sold from samples, nd shops,
which last s synonymous with our retail
store, A man keeping either a warchousa
or an office is p tradesmnn, but he s not
a shopkeeper, though a shopkeeper s a
tradesman, “petty” or mhcwue, A shop
glirl is not & factory hand; nelther Is she a
“salexlady.” Her highest title is that con-
ferred upon her by act of parliament in re-
cent ennctments, “shop assistant,”

These “‘young persons' lead vory differ
ent lives from those in similsr positions in
thix country. In the first place, for the
most part they leave home and live in the
house of their employer, This is of gourse
a sarvival of the old apprentice system,
Even in warchousea 1t Is quite common for
those learning the business to Mve “‘in-
doors,"” and many prosperous tradesmen
have thelr homen over their shops and of-
fices fn rooms fitted not for family eom-
fort, but the idea of accommodating a small
army of assistants,

The kitchens and larders of such estab-
lishments resemble those of our hotels
When it s remembered that the trudes
man's wife has to superintend such a house
hold, the life of an Americsn boarding
house keaper looms up as alegant lelsure In
comparison with ber lot, not to mention
that the Amerlcan woman hasthe handling
of money, whereas the tradesman's wife
receives no rewand save the eonsclousneas
of having done her duty. Men who have
incomes ranging as high as $10,000 & year
do not employ housskespers, but imposs
households of 80 or more strangers upon
thelr wives, Thess “young people’” have
to be lodged, fed and in many cases unk
formed, and the mistress must see that no
waste takes place {0 any direction; that
the health and morals of ber ch are
carefully guarded, and if & consclentioun
woman she frequently performs the duties
of nurse in serious illness for those who are
far from home or whe hive no home save
that of their employer.

It would seem Im ble with the strict
surveillance to which all thoss In respect-
able bouss are subjected for serious evil to
greep lo, but there are sad trngedies con-
tinaally taking plnce in those vast house-
holds which only show that the gentls, red
chesked English girl 1s ne stronger i,
| 1y than her American sister, who hay more
freedom, but possibly no grester tempua-
tion.
